TOKYO, Feb. 1 (AP)—A Unit- 
ed States Air Force plane, only 
10 minutes from its destination, 
plunged 34 American servicemen 
and an Army civilian employe 
to .death today in icy waters off 
Hokkaido island, the Air Force 
said. ' 

None of the 30 passengers and 
five crewmen survived the crash 
of the -twin-engine C-46 Com- 
mando, a courier piane shuttling 
mail and supplies to a base in 

ehorthern Japan, said an Air 
Force spokesman. 

The plane crashed at 1:45 p.m. 
(10:45 p.m. St. Louis time, Sun- 
day) in the 25-mile-wide strait 
between Hokkaido and Honshu, 
Japan's main island. 


It was on a regular run from | 


Tachikawa Air Force Base near 
Tokyo to Chitose Air Force Base 
near Sapporo, principal city of 
the big northern island of Hok- 
kaido. 

Japanese coast guard boats re- 
covered‘some of the bodies. 

The Air Force spokesman said 
only some oren parachutes and 
an oil slick were spotted by 
search planes at the scene, about 
20 miles from land. There were 
no signs of life.

The Supreme Court ruled today 
that unions violate the Taft- 
Hartley Labor Law when they 
derty work to members’ as a 
means of union discipline. 

And in the samé'’?-to-2 vote, 
the court held that a company, 
violates the law by granting 
benefits to union employes while 
denying them to non-union 
workers. The benefits were a 
retroactive wage increase and 
vacation payments, made after 
a new working agreement was 
signed in 1948 the Gaynor 
News Co. of New York and the 
Newspaper and Mail Deliverers’ 
Union.

A Washington University sci- 
entist who \has been working 
with radio active strontium ex- 
pressed doubt today that ‘“‘match- 
box-siz@’”’ nuclear power units 
will be lighting homes in the. 
near future. : 

“It would take a billion dol- 
lars worth of the material to 
light one house, at present 
prices,” Joseph W. Kennedy, 
chairman of the university's de- 
partment of chemistry, esti- 
mated.

Although radioactive strontium | 
does not require a great deal of 
shielding under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, Kennedy said one 
objection to its use for routine 
domestic chores is that a fire 
or short-circuit might produce 
deadly fumes. 


Useful Purposes 


He was commenting on an an- 
nouncement by Radio Corpora- 
tion of America last week of a 
new method for converting rays 
from radioactive atoms directly 
into useful electricity. A tiny 
battery powered by strontium 
was displayed. 

Price of Strontium. 

Kennedy said radioactive 
strontium, a quantity of which 
he has been using in Atomic 
Energy Commissian research at 
the university, costs 50 cents a 
millicurie.

Yet 
the fact is that the actual num- 
ber of people “dismissed for 
cause” from the State Depart- 
ment since January a year ago 
is not 306.

Most of these 29, moreover, 
were dismissed for such mun- 
dane sins as excessive drinking, 
blab - mouthing, or money 
troubles. Not a single casé of ac- 
tual subversion was involved. 
How then, were the figures on 
the State Department's share of 
the security firings arrived at? 

Many Resigning. 

The answer a little hard 
to believe. W. Scott McLeod’s 
security and personnel divisions 
checked through the files of 
everyone in the process of re- 
signing from the State Depart- 
ment — always a considerable 
number, since the turnover in 
the . department is high. The 
“security risk” tag was then 
simply hung on the names of 
188 of these people, on their 
way out, without their knowl- 
edge. The total was further fat- 
tened up by adding the names 
of people who were being trans- 
ferred from the State Depart- 
ment to other departments or 
agencies. In short, a large pro- 
portion of the “security firings”. 
were pever fired at all. 

The figures given above are 
of course subject to change, 
since the grand total of “secur- 
ity firings” is also subject to 
change. But these figures sug- 
gest how completely phony 
this numbers game is. More- 
over, the fact is that there is 
nothing easier than to hang the 
“security risk” tag on a govern- 
ment worker. 

, ‘Derogatory Information.’ 

‘For example, when the files 
oY some 15,000 State Depart- 
men employes were examined, 
it was found that enly about 
3000 did not contain some sort 
of “derogatory information” — 
a morsel of malicious gossip, a 
poison pen letter, something of 
the sort. Thus, in four cases 
out of five, some pretext exists 
for labeling anyone who resigns 
or transfers a “security risk.” 
No doubt the same proportion 
would hold true in any great 
private industrial organization, 
if everybody in it were encour- 
aged to supply “derogatory in- 
formation” about everybody 
else. 

The purpose of the whole “se- 
curity firing” operation has 
been, of course, to convey the 
impression of a tremendous 
house-cleaning, with subversives 
being hurled out of the Govern- 
ment in droves. Because the 
State Department has long been. 
the chief target of the congres- 
sional primitives, special pres- 

‘ sure was brought on McLeod to 
deliver up a maximum number 


One of the chief authors of 
the scheme is supposéd to be 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell. It is known, at least, 
that Brownell gave the order 
permitting people who were re- 
signing to be labeled “security 
risks” without their knowledge 
—which seems about as sports- 
manlike as shooting a tethered 
rabbit with an elephant gun. At 
any rate, whoever its author, 
the scheme is now beginning to 
backfire badly. 


The Democrats are belatedly 
realizing that this transparent 
fake gives them a useful stick 
with which to beat the Admin- 
istration—and keep beating it. 
Already, under Democratic prod- 
ding, three congressional com- 
mittees have asked Philip Reed, 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, for a breakdown of 
the “security firings,” to Reed's 
anguished embarrassment. House 
Democratic whip John McCor- 
mack and other congressional 
leaders have discussed parlia- 
mentary and other techniques 
for keeping the issue alive in- 
definitely. 

Debate at White House. 

In this situation, the next step 
is being angrily debated at the 
White House. One group (re- 
portedly including Presidential 
Adviser Sherman Adams) favors 
killing the issue once and for 
all by publishing an honest 
breakdown, however temporarily 
embarrassing this may be. An- 
other group (reportedly includ- 
fing Brownell) favors riding the 
whole thing out, claiming mean- 
while that nobody said anything 
about the “security risks” being 
fired for subversion.

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Nothing to Compromise 
Compromise, compromise, compromise! 

That is all the talk in Washington now about 
the Bricker amendment to limit: the authority 
of the President in the conduct of the country’s 
foreign relations. 

Compromise, compromise, compromise! 

The Ohio Republican who is the sponsor of 
the resolution says he will accept a compromise 
draft worked out by Senator Knowland, Repub- 
lican leader in the Senate, and other would-be 
peacemakers, His one condition is that the com- 
promise also be supported by President Eisen- 
hower. 54 

Compromise, compromise, compromise! 

Yet what is there to compromise? 

President Eisenhower has declared himself 
“unalterably opposed” to the Bricker plan to 
make it more difficult and involvéd and time- 
consuming for the United States Government to 
handle its treaties and executive agreements 
with other countries. 

Only last week Senator Bricker was standing 
on the floor of the Senate denouncing President 
Eisenhower's arguments as “emotional” and 
“utterly without foundation.” He used the word 
“untrue” to describe the President's statement 
that adoption of the Bricker amendment would 
make it “impossible to deal effectively with 
friendly nations for mutual defense.” 

The Ohioan said the President’s remark that 
the amendment would impair plans for peaceful 
use of atomic energy was “100 per cent wrong.” 

A genuine compromise is not possible in such 
a situation, The only thing that is possible is 
a surrender. One side or the other must capit- 
ulate, if there is not to be a showdown vote, - 

That is what Senator Knowland of California, 
Sehator Ferguson of Michigan and other Ad- 
ministration leaders are trying so hard to avoid. 
They do not want this issue to come to a vote 
on the Senate floor with Senator Bricker and 
his followers on one side and the President and 
his supporters on the other. 

But what is the harm of disposing of the 
Bricker scheme by a vote in the Senate? The 
Judiciary Committee mistakenly reported the 
resolution out 11 to 4 last year. Now either it 
should be returned to the committee to be 
buried there, as Senator Morse; Oregon Inde- 
pendent, preposes, or it should be voted down, 
as many observers think would be better. 

The Bricker issue was admirably summarized 
by former Gov. Stevenson four days ago. He

Somerset Maugham, just turned 80, says he 
has°written his last line and proposes “to begin 
living.” This does not, perhaps, mean precisely 
what it says. Maugham would be the first to ad- 
mit that he has lived, even while writing. His 
design all algng, as he explained in “The Sum- 
ming Up,” was to make writing “an essential ele- 
ment” in his life, which “would include all the 
other activities proper to man.” 


But, as he went on to make clear in that same 
summing up, another kind of living becomes 
possible when one grows old.

Benson replied with assurances that “dumping” — 


of that sort will be avoided. 

Mr. Benson hopes it will be possible to use 
some farm surpluses to pay for American bases 
overseas, and others as gifts to spark economic 
self-help among underdeveloped lands. Senator 
Paul Douglas of Illinois has urged the exchange 
of surpluses for scarce metals to be added to our 
national stockpiles. 

Everything that can be worked out along this 
line would be useful in solving the short-run 
problem of getting rid of existing surpluses. 
But Congress ought to ask whether ‘it is sound 
policy in the lopg run for this nation to pro- 
duce huge stores of farm commodities which 
must be exported under one form or another 
of subsidy or artificial inducement. Does this 
not mean assessing the American taxpayer 
‘(through price supports) for the export of our 
soil fertility? . 

The heart of the surplus problem, in short, 
is how to avoid having a surplus. Basically that 
can be done either by not producing it, or by 
arranging for its consumption. Which brings us 
to the unanswered question of the farm policy 
debate, Are price supports, whether flexible or 


rigid, the best method of farm ald in all eases? 
Mr. Benson has evidently decided that direct 
subsidies are better than price supports in the 


case of wool. He proposes to pay wool growers 


directly the difference between the average mar- 


ket price of wool, and a price which represents) 


90 per cent of parity. Inevitably the question 
arises: if this is a good idea for wool, why not 
for other products, especially such products as 


butter? Congress would perform a useful service — 


if it would sincerely devote itself to that question 
instead of merely debating rigid vs. flexible 
price supports. 
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Good Manners, Crossed Fingers 

The big news from. Berlin is the good feeling 
which -has pervaded the first week of the Big 
Four meetings. This became almost disarming 
on the eve of the shift from West to East Berlin 
with the western foreign ministers beamingly 
insisting that, Motolov preside over the first 
gathering in the Russian Embassy. Also beam- 
ingly, the Russian declined, saying he wanted 
no special consideration, that it was Mr. Eden's 
turn, and so on and on. 

It would be naive optimism to see the future 
of nations reflected in the manners of four dip- 
lomats. Yet considering previous Russian tric- 
ulence and western firmness, the new courtesy 
need not be taken as a bad sign. Actually Ber- 
lin has not yet produced results, Yet the 
amenities may be reckoned a gain. The Paris 
meeting of the deputies of the foreign ministers 
broke up after three and a half months without 
being able to agree on what their chiefs were 
to talk about. 

Now in a week of sessions lasting only a few 
hours a day, Molotov, Bidault, Eden and Dulles 
have gotten down to the big issue, Germany, 
and have put their positions in the record.

One or the Other 


President Eisenhower has agreed to look into 
the possibility of publishing a breakdown of “‘se- 
curity risk” dismissals. If he gives the question 
serious thought, we have no doubt that he will 
come to the conclusion which any fair-minded 
person must reach. The conclusion is this: 

In fairness, the Administration has an obliga- 
tion either to publish the breakdown, so that the 
public can know how many of the 2200 “security 
risk” cases involved actual disloyalty charges, 
or to stop using the statistics as if they did in- 
volve 2200 disloyalty cases, 


Surely the President recognizes the obvious 
injustice of talking about 2200 “spies or Com- 
munists” being dismissed from the Government 
when that figure includes,separations for many 
other reasons than suspect¢d disloyalty. That the 
President appreciates the injustice may be in- 
ferred from his denial that anybody in the Ad- 
ministration has used the statistics in a mislead- 
ing way. 

But in that denial the President is mistaken. 
As Doris Fleeson reports from Washington, Post- 
master General Summerfield, in addition to At- 
torney General Brownell, has recently referred 
to 2200 “security risk” cases as if they were all 
concerned with espionage or subversion. In a 
speech at New York, Mr. Summerfield cited the 
2200 “security risks” and then went on: “I am 
here to tell you we are not hiring any new ones. 
Somehow, I do not feel too amiably inclined 
toward people who make treason a preoccupa- 
tion.” 

Can -anybody doubt that the Postmaster Gen- 
eral conveyed to his audience the impression 
that the Administration has got rid_of 2200 per- 
‘sons who “make treason a preoccupation”?

Army engineers building homes for the Twen- 
ty-second Infantry in Germany have uncovered 
homes built for the the Twenty-second Roman 
Legion a good 2000 years earlier. So no matter 
how well he has read his history books, a mod- 
ern man is impressed again that the Romans 
have been before him, that the Eagles were car- 
ried even beyond Germany—all the way across 
Britain to the great wall built to keep out the 
Painted People.

The harsh realities of how racketeer 
infiltration of honest trade unions can 
push construction tosts up to prohibitive 
levels and stifle physical growth of a 
city have been made painfully apparent 
in St. Louis, Mo. 


Shakedowns, restrictive labor prac- 
tices and discriminations against out- 
of-town contractors, detailed by a cru- 
sading newspaper and given further 
impact by indictment and conviction of 
a lengthening string of racketeers, have 
amounted to some- 
thing of an eco 
nomic education 
for the city, 

Engineering News- 
Record’s figures 
show construction 
costs in St. Louis 
are 7 per cent 
higher than the 
average for the 20 
principal cities in 
the United States. 

Antics of the St. 
Louis bricklayers 
have resulted fn re- 
duction in demand 
for their services as 
builders turned to substitute materials. 


The major disclosures, together with 
subsequent indictments, stemmed from 
spadework done during the past two 
years by Carl Baldwin, a reporter for 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. Baldwin, 
a quiet man whose perpetual look of 
round-eyed incredulity elicits confi- 
dence after confidence, was able to find 
contractors who would cite figures and 
facts about their experiences. 

In St. Louis, as elsewhere, most union 
leaders are honest. It’s the minority 
who can damage labor’s reputation in 
a city. 

Paul H. Hulahan, business agept of 
Local 42, AFL Building Laborers’ and 


Paul Hulehan 


Hod Carriers’ Union, was first to go to 


trial of 16 AFL leaders* who were in- 
dicted last year on charges of violating 
the federal anti-racketeering law. On 
Jan. 7, a jury which heard four days of 
testimony found him guilty in less than 
two hours. 

Both the business agents named as 


co-conspirators with Hulahan were mur- 
dered in 1952. 

In their testimony, witnesses told of 
being approached with requests for 
money in return for which labor peace 
would be insured. One company had 
to obtain an extension of time because 
of work stoppages. The work cost 
$429,899 more than had been estimated. 

Another company lost $411,000 on 
the contract. 

Boss of the steamfitters’ local is 
Lawrence Callanan, an ex-convict and 
one of the AFL leaders under indict- 
ment on charges of racketeering. He 
is a power in politics and his brother 
Thomas was until recently Sheriff of 
St. Louis. 

In 1951 disclosures by the Post- 
Dispatch, two Chicago contractors re- 
ported they withdrew as competitors in 
the East Side construction field after 


' suffering heavy losses on Government 


contracts. They said labor costs on 
their St. Louis area jobs ran to three 
and a half times what they would have’ 
been around Chicago. 

St. Louis has its share of complaints 
that out-ofjtown contractors are dis- 
criminated against while certain local 
ones seem to find labor seas calm. 


Leo F. Havey, business agent of the 
AFL bricklayers’ union in St. Louis, 
prominent in civil and political affairs, 
is one of the AFL group under federal 
indictment. He is charged with threat- 
ening violence to prevent Negro union 
bricklayers, and other bricklayers living 
outside the state, from being brought 
there for work. 

Following his indictment, Havey re- 
signed as chairman of the Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Authority in 
St. Louis. He served on the St. Louis 
Housing Authority in 1950-1952, and is 
considered one of the most politically 
influential labor leaders in the city. 

Union Electric Co. switched to ma- 
sonry substitutes after the company 
took a “terrific beating” on a construc- 
tion job in 1948. Workers laid an aver- 
age of only 200 bricks a day, so that 
walls cost $7.60 a sq. ft. : 

In consequence Union Electric used 
substitutes on a subsequent construction 
job and estimated it saved $580,000.

Between Book Ends 
Three Mixed Up People 


THE FINAL HOURS, by Jose Suarez Carreno and 
translated from the Spanish by Anthony Ker gen. 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 273 pgs., $3.60.) 

In “The Final Hours” Jose Suarez 
Carreno presents the misfortunes of 
three mixed-up people adrift one nich 
in Madrid. Exactly what is wrong with 
them is never clear, but there is cer- 
tainly no doubt that they are mixed up. 

Angel Aguado, a wealthy middle-aged 
business man of a type familiar to all 
movie-goers, is unable to make up his 
mind whether he is in love with his 
wife or with Carmen, a virtuous prosti- 
tute haunted by the memory of a form- 
er love and therefore unable to love 
Angel—who is rather a cold fish any- 
way. Manolo is a boy of the streets 
who gets involved with the unhappy 
couple during the course of the eve- 
ning. Although he doesn’t have any 
money, he seems to have a good time. 

Given these characters, the reader 
has a right to expect a story which 
at least will come up to the standards 
of a grade-B movie. But nothing at 
all happens. That is because this book

Being an artist, the author feels it 


“best to. keep the action down to a 


minimum. The book comes to an end 
only when two of the characters man- 
age to get themselves killed in an auto- 
mobile crash.

The Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration now holds about 265,- 
000,000 pounds of butter, and 
Aiken predicted that Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
will lower the price support 
level, now 67 cents a pound, to 
56 or 60 cents. 


Dairy products are being sup- 
ported at 90 per cent of parity, 


be fair to farmers in-terms of 
prices they must pay. The pres- 
ent dairy program expires March 
31. Benson must announce be- 
fore then at’ what level dairy 
product prices will be pro 
during the next year. Unlike 
basic field crops which the law 
requires to be supported at 90 
per cent of parity, dairy prod- 
ucts are supported at a level 
fixed by the Secretay. Last 
year, in announcing support at 
90 per cent, Benson said he was 
doing so reluctantly. 

Aiken commented: “I'm cer- 
tain that butter supports must 
go down to 75 or 80 per cent of 
parity.” 

Other Surpluses. 

Even this lower level is not 
expected to solve the problem 
of government-heid surpluses 
which now total in addition to 
butter, 260,000,000 pounds of 
cheese and 425,000,000 pounds 
of dried milk. 

Senator Anderson (Dem.), 
New Mexico, a former Secretary 
of Agriculture, said a large 
number of novel proposals are 
under study for coping with the 
situation. ! 

One suggestion is to give a 
pound of government- surplus 
free with each pound bought 
at regular prices. !

HUMOR is that springy re- 


silience that, like well-tempered « 


steel, shows a tempered spirit, 
especially in adversity. One of 
the charms of children is their 
sprightly good humor. 

That most children have it 
means that whatever a sense of 
humor is, it need not be devel- 
oped (which would be like 
sprouting a third eye) but simply 
permitted to shine forth. But 
somehow, especially in times 
like these, our sense of humor 
corrodes as we grow up—at least 
in some people. 

The sense of humor and an 
active c ity used to be the 
target against which some school 
teachers aimed. There Was little 
room for relaxation and humor 
in their classréoms,

I HOPE this isn’t true any- 
where these days because some 
children wilt very quickly under 
such an influence. They lose 


their spontaneity, good humor — 


and even curiosity. They be- 
come good little scholars but 
mighty unhappy and maladjust- 
ed people. A few are singu- 
larly unaffected By the wither- 
ing influence of sueh teachers. 
Or perhaps the adults around 
them simpiy weren't grim 
enough to ruin the temper of 
their spirit. 

Many, teachérs discover that 
amusement and entertainment 
are compatible with learning. 
Though this chiefly applies to 
primary instruction, it’s useful 
for even college and medical 
school professors to realize. The 
late beloved Dr. Logan Clenden- 
ing proved this in his books and 
in his medical school classes. He 
once remarked to me that he’d 
do anything in the classroom ‘to 
capture the students’ interest 
and attention. “You can’t teach 
them while they’re bored or 
asleep,” he said. And his classes 
were often’ uproarious. Though 
he insisted on sound scholarship 
and reasoning, he didn’t believe 
that inflexible grim dignity was

TENSE PEOPLE who feel in- 
secure seem to have frozen 
senses of humor. This may be 
a key to learning more about 
ourselves. A wholesome spon- 
taneous sense of humor suggests 
good mental health. 

Relaxed people enjoy more 
good humor. Oddly enough, 
this works both ways. If you 
can see the funny side and en- 
joy a good laugh, you relax. And 
as sooras.you relax, you have a 
richer sense of humor. 

Perhaps ‘it’s the relaxing ef- 
fect of humor that makes you 
feel better. 

In “any case, relaxing a bit 
each. day, cultivating good hu- 
mor and having fun is worth- 
while for its own sake. We are 
endowed with wits to exist by 
and with wit to make existence 
tolerable. Or, as Mary Poole 
said, “He who laughs, lasts.”

E know of some people who 

would rather be cold than 

turn on a radiator because 
just as soon as the radiator be- 
comes warm it gives off an un- 
pleasant odor which is a lot 
harder to take than the cold. 

Many radiators will smell 
when they get hot because the 
outside is dirty. When the thin 
deposit of dust on a radiator be- 
comes warm it not only may 
smell but it will float up and 
stain the finish on the wall in 
back of the radiator. A good 
cleaning with a long handle ra- 
diator ns is. often all the 
remedy ired. 

Steam radiators may give off 
an unpleasant odor because the 
water in the boiler is dirty and 
contains oil. Many boilers are 
given a coat of oi] on the inside 
when they leave the factory and 
it may e some time before it 
disappears completely. 


What you can do, of course, {s 
to let the fire go out, and then 
put some boiler cleaner com- 

und into the boiler. This is 
eft in the boiler for a week or 
so and then the boiler is drained 
and flushed out. After it has 
been refilled you shouldn't have 
any more trouble. 

Sometimes the origin of the 
smell is the radiator itself and 
this, like the boiler, requires a 
good cleaning. Disconnect the 


=" mess 
radiator and fill it with a solu- 
tion of hot water and washing 
soap. Sort of wiggle the radia- 
tor around a bit, pour out the 
solution and then rinse with 
h warm water.

HEN he has the floor he gives no thought to time.

Bucharest ‘All Dressed Up' for Youth Festival Delegates, but Obsession With Security Remains

ANY stories were told to 
me of refugees trying to 
get from Hungary to the 
West across the minefields on 
the frontier. The recognized 
way is to approach with pockets 
full of stones about the size of 
croquet balls. These are hurled 
on to the ground along the path 
chosen. 

Sometimes the escaping ref- 
ugee is lucky and aims his 
stones well. The mine in his 
path goes off and he is un- 
harmed. Hospitals and prisons 
in the area, I was told, are full 
of people who were unlucky. 
They either ran out of stones 
before they were clear of the 
minefield or they touched off 
the hidden explosive as they 
crept through. 

But the night I reached the 
frontier from the West there 


were no explosions. On the 
contrary, friendly reception 
committees were waitfng and 


loudspeakers were playing live- 
ly airs. 

This. hospitality was laid on 
because I was with a party of 
delegates going through Hun- 
gary to Bucharest, Romania’s 
capital, for the Fourth World 
Youth Festival. Everything was 
being done to let us know that 
any preconceived ideas we may 
have had about austerity behind 
the Iron Curtain. were all 
wrong. 

Customs formalities? Forget 
about them. Have some more 
wine, Try the cherry brandy. 

Passports? Pouf! A mere for- 
mality. Another sandwich, sir 
—or may I call you comrade? 

Bucharest was “all dressed 
up” for our arrival. Busses and 
cars were imported from Hun- 
gary, Poland, and Czechoslova- 
kia to make up for the poverty 
of local transport. No _ effort 
was spared to roll out the barrel.

NE afternoon I was taken to 

see one of Bucharest’s model 

suburbs, decorated with flags 
and banners of baby blue em- 
blazoned with Picasso doves. I 
saw what there was to see, in- 
cluding the State-owned grocery 
dry goods store that serves the 
district. 

As we were coming out of 
the store, I noticed a battered 
red book hanging on a nail with 
a pencil on a piece of string 
beside it. My interpreter said 
it was the “complaints book.” I 
asked him to read me one or 
two specimens. He did. They 
went something like this: 

“I came into this shop a few 
minutes before it closed and the 
Tovaras (Comrade) Superintend- 
ent refused to keep open so 
that I ecquid buy all the things 
I wanted. Is this right in a 
People’s Democracy?” 
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Fury and frustration had ap- 
parently made the woman's sig- 
nature illegible. The name of 
the next complainant is also un- 
important but it just goes to 
show that women are the same 
no matter on which side of the 
Iron Curtain they go shopping: 

“I have come into this shop 
for the past three or four days 
to choose some material for -a 
frock. I see a pattern I like, 
but I cannot decide whether the 
material is better than in an- 
other shop. 

“The Tovaras Superintendent 
tells me today that I am wast- 
ing his time by making him take 
the material down from the 
shelves but never buying. He 
now refuses to serve me at all. 
Is this right in a People’s De- 
mocracy?” 

Madam, it is not right in any- 
body's democracy and I hope 
the department which deals with 
complaints about communal 
shops sent you an apology. 

I had my interpreter search 
the book to see if anyone had 
complained about the rations not 
being issued for the month of 
July. It seemed that no one had. 
Citizens of Bucharest .got July

and August rations together, the 
idea being, so one housewife 
told me, that a double distribu- 
tion would prevent queues at 
the food shops when the Youth 
Festival delegates came to town.

But I’ should like to take 
you back to that State shop for 
a moment because the pricing of 
goods there demonstrates the 
design for living that has been 
worked out for a Communist 
society. 

In the windows on the left of 
the front door food and clothing 
“on the ration” were displayed.

T IS difficult to get a good 
J tox at any official residence 

or government building any- 
where behind the Iron Curtain. 
For example, no one is allowed 
to use the pavement opposite the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 
Bucharest, where several streets 
are permanently closed to all 
traffic except official cars. 

This obsession with security 
is, I suppose, copied from Rus- 
sian practice. It has now reached 
the point where the Great Ones 
seem to be permanently with- 
drawn from public gaze and 
recognition. 

It was while I was in Prague 
that I discovered, by a chance 
encounter with a Bulgarian dip- 
lomat, that his Government had 
authorized a visa for Sofia, for 
me. It was the first one grant- 
ed to a Western newspaper man 
in five years. 

The change of scene was rest- 
ful as well as interesting. While 
Sofia is in no way as architec- 
turally distinguished as Prague, 
the Bulgarian capital has the 
charm of quietude and its peo- 
ple the gift of laughter. This 
the Czechs lack. I only heard 
them laugh right out loud once. 
That was when the leader of 
the band at the Hotel Moskva 
in Gottwaldov sang “Three 
Little Fishes Swam Over the 
Dam.” 

Sofia seems to have only 20 
taxicabs to serve its population 
of 600,000 people, and there are 
not many more privately owned 
cars. On a warm evening the 
whole tuwn seems to turn out to 
promenade up and down the 
Boulevard Ruski, which is laid 
in a most attractive style with 
warm, orange-colored bricks. 

The promenadcing starts at the 
park at the far end of the boule-

He 
chose the latter. South ruffed 
and now had to stake every-

And even though she may not 
have so many different strains, 
hers must have come from 
some foreign country. Other- 
wise she would be an Indian, 
and none of us knows just ex- 
actly where our Indians came 
from.
